Plan Move To Expel Miss. Congressmen 

A group of northern Congressmen secretly are 
making plans to introduce a resolution at the open- 
ing session of the 84th Congress in January asking 
the expulsion of Mississippi’s delegation on the 
grounds that its members are “not representative of 
the people of the state,” JET learned exclusively. 

The action, masterminded by Detroit Congress- 
man Charles Diggs Jr., marks the first attempt to 
oppose Dixie voting discrimination on Capitol Hill 
since the Civil War and is expected to touch off one 
of the bitterest civil rights fights in history. Under 
regulations, such a resolution would require a two- 
thirds vote for passage. Leaders of the campaign are 
confident of their legal case, but are not certain they 
will be able to muster sufficient strength for passage. 

For the past several months, many of the nation’s 
top lawyers have been researching rule procedures 
of the House of Representatives in preparation for 
the fight Congressman Diggs will lead. 
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Negro Town Denies Plot To Bar NAACP Meetings 

A widely-published story that the Board of Aldermen of 
the all-Negro town of Mound Bayou, Miss., planned to bar 
mass meetings by all civil rights groups—including the 
NAACP—was vigorously denied by Alderman and Acting 
Mayor I. E. Edwards. However, Edwards would not deny 
that he told a Jackson Daily News reporter that alder- 
men were considering action to restrict meetings of “race 
agitators” and the Regional Council of Negro Leadership, 
headed by prominent local physician Dr. T. R. M. Howard. 
The Mississippi newspaper quoted Edwards as saying, 
“Most of our people are just good citizens who want to 
let well enough alone,” and that Mound Bayou did not 
“want the public to get the idea our town is a trouble- 
making spot.” 
Ike Pardons Spanish War Vet For 1898 Crime 

An 82-year-old Chicago Spanish-American War veteran, 
William M. Maddox, who was given a dishonorable dis- 
charge and sentenced to 15 years in prison on a man- 
slaughter charge in 1898, was granted a pardon by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, which restores his citizenship rights. 
Maddox, who served three years of the sentence, moved to 
Chicago and opened a barber shop shortly after the re- 
maining portion was remitted by the War Department in 
1901. Said he: “I hope I live to vote for President Eisen- 
hower next year.” 





Says Bus Driver Slapped Her, Girl Seeks 530,009

WAS IT ‘SUICIDE’ OR ANOTHER LYNCHING? 
BODY OF NEGRO SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


When the body of 63-year-old 
Merigold school principal James 
Edward Evanston was found on 
Christmas Eve in shallow Long 
Lake in central Mississippi, white 
law authorities immediately estab- 
lished the death as a suicide and 
closed the case within a few hours. 
The facts, they said at a secret in- 
quest, were clear-cut. A suicide note 
found in the principal’s car, which 
was parked near an eight-foot-high 
wooden bridge, expressed regret for 
“taking my life” but said that “on 

James E. Evanston account on my health I can’t go 
on.” Concluded the law: Evanston jumped to his death 
from the bridge. 

Immediately after news of the “Negro suicide” circu- 
lated in the backwoods area, which is only 10 miles from 
the barn where Emmett Till reportedly was killed, Negro 
plantation workers gasped in horror. Several days before, 
they recalled seeing two car loads of white men chasing 
a Negro motorist over the back roads. They also knew 
that Negro suicides in Mississippi were as rare as a white 
man calling one of them, “Mister.” 

Even more damaging testimony was advanced by the 
principal’s heartbroken wife, Marguerite, herself a school- 
teacher, who bluntly denied that the writing on the sui- 
cide note was that of her husband. But neither Mrs. 
Evanston nor other relatives of the man were allowed to 
attend the inquest. They were only told where to pick 
up the body. 

Convinced that the death smacked of a “modern-day 
Mississippi lynching,” the Clarksdale NAACP contributed 
$100 to pay the costs of an autopsy, which Sunflower 
County refused to authorize. The autopsy revealed these

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MORE CASH, CARS, CIVIL RIGHTS IN 


In 1942, the brilliant study on the 
American Negro by Swedish Economist 
Gunnar Myrdal reported: “Negroes are 
in desperate need of jobs and bread, 
even more so than of justice in the 
courts and the vote.” Today, this need 
is as out of date as last year’s calendar. 
For, as the year 1955 ended, the Negro, 
enjoying the best year of employment, 
was eating “high on the hog” while 
enjoying more prosperity and progress 
than at any time since his emancipa- 
tion. And as the year 1956 makes its 
bow, leaders in labor, education, busi- 
ness and race relations forecast great- 
er advancement for Negroes on an 
integrated rather than separate-but- 
equal basis. Looking ahead, capsule 
comments by these leaders size up the 
year 1956 thus: 

Employment. A labor expert, Vice 
President Willard S. Townsend of the 
16-million member CIO-AFL union, is 
optimistic: “With the changing atti- 
tudes of the union toward the Negro, 
we can expect greater employment 
than any time in industrial America. 
In the South, the attitude is no longer 
bitterly anti-Negro nor is it bitterly 
anti-labor and the estimated 2,400,000 
Negro union members will find new 
opportunities, particularly in the rail- 
road and oil industry of the North and 
South.” A similar note is sounded by 
industrial relations director Julius 
Thomas of the National Urban League: 
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SIGHT 


“One important development which 
will affect the status of wage earners 
in 1956 is the unmet need for techni- 
cally trained people in all the techni- 
cal fields. Negroes with training will 
have no difficulty finding jobs.” 
Business. Atlanta bank president L. 
D. Milton of Citizens Trust Company 
sees some hopeful signs: “There will 
continue to be a high level demand for 
real estate loans and consumer loans 
(autos, TV sets, etc.) In Southern cities 
like Atlanta, New Orleans and Mobile, 
the crowding of old residential areas 
and the displacement of whites with 
Negroes will keep a high level demand 
for housing and have the effect of 
making the Negro market bigger.” 
Education. “Integration is not com- 
ing. It’s here,” comments Dr. John W. 
Davis, NAACP director of the division 
on teachers information and security. 
“The future looks excellent for Ne- 
groes in the teaching profession, but 
only those who are well qualified will 
be able to survive the competition for 
jobs in integrated schools.” Kentucky 
State College President Rufus B. At- 
wood, who is secretary of an organiza- 
tion of Negro land grant colleges, says: 
“State schools will survive in 1956 on 
the basis of their needs. The year 
ahead will see states looking at all 
schools they support in view of the 
needs of the states rather than for 
Negroes. As for private colleges, Wil-

Fine White Man Who Whipped, Tied Girls To Tree 

In LaBelle, Fla., 40-year-old Charles Mercer, who tied 
two Negro girls, one 15, the other 22, to trees and whipped 
them with wire, was sentenced to pay $100 fine in one 
case and given a suspended judgment in the other. In 
jail since Oct. 26 because he was unable to post a $1,000 
bond, Mercer’s jail time was considered as part of the 
sentence. The two girls were driven by Mercer about 20 


miles from Belle Glade to Clewiston, where he tied them | 


to trees and whipped them. He had hired the 15-year-old 
as a babysitter.

Chicago Co-op Sues Trustees, FHA Takes Over 
Several days after the Federal Housing Administration 
announced it was taking over Chicago’s $6 million, 694- 
unit Parkway Gardens co-op housing project to protect 
interests of its 444 investors, some 100 tenants filed suit 
to oust the project’s managing trustees. The circuit court 
suit asked that the trustees turn over all assets to the 
Chicago Trust Co. and to account for all trust funds.

— white,” she insisted. And, 
Mary Hastings Bradley later, while still a teenager, 
she left her brown family behind in Chicago, fled to New 
York and crossed the color line. 

@ A true story with fictitious names, Mary Bradley’s book 
(I Passed For White. Longman’s, $3.95) attacks headon 
the American dilemma of thousands of light-skinned Ne- 
groes who annually “pass” into the white race. Beautiful 
Reba, whose octoroon mother was seduced and deserted by 
a white college boy, had little trouble winning white men. 
The one she married told her: “. .. You are too attractive 
to men. You have a way with you—you drive a man crazy.” 
And the Negro reader realizes, even if Reba doesn’t, that 
thus do Reba’s husband and autobiographer pay obeisance 
to that all-powerful drop of black blood in the Negro girl’s 
blue veins. 

#@ A thousand lies and sleepless nights later, Reba be- 
comes as respectful of that all-powerful drop as most 
whites are when her pink cheeks blanch at the prospect 
of presenting her lily-white husband with a black baby. 
Still later, Reba finds that as rich as they are, white peo- 
ple are “afraid of joy, of emotion, of enthusiasm.” So, 
unlike hundreds about whom no book has been written, 
she hopscotches happily but unconvincingly back into 
Bronzeville. And thus ends a pointless tale that, in these 
enlightened times, was hardly worth the telling.
